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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Furukawa et al (US 6,044,133). 

As for claim 1 , Furukawa et al. discloses an apparatus comprising a call state 
monitor (or telephone condition detection unit 23) configured to determine the call state 
of a device (See Summary of the Invention, Col. 4, lines 6-8); and a telephony wizard 
(or data processing device DDP 3), coupled (See PC interface 25) to the call state 
monitor (See Detailed Description of the Preferred Embodiments, Col. 6, lines 64-65), 
configured to identify a list of telephony documentation (or telephone services) available 
during the call state (See Summary of the Invention, CoL 7, lines 36-48). 

As for claim 2-3, Furukawa et al. discloses the apparatus as claimed, wherein the 
(jelephony wizard (or data processing device DDP 3) is further configured to download 
(as read on "file transmission" and "receive data") an update to the list of telephony 
documentation (or telephone services) (See Summary of the Invention, Col. 9, lines 10- 
13 and 45-48), and wherein the call state of the device comprises idle, dialing, and 
active stages (as read on "on-hook signal" and "off hook signar)(See Detailed 
Description of the Preferred Embodiments, Col. 6, lines 56-60) 
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As for claim 4-5, Furukawa et al. discloses the apparatus as claimed, wherein the 
telephony wizard (or data processing device DDP 3) is configured to automatically dial 
the star code (or telephone service processing unit TSP 35) when the available feature 
is selected (See Detailed Description of the Preferred Embodiments, Col. 7, lines 28- 
36), and wherein the call state monitor (or telephone condition detection unit 23) 
determines a call state of an external device (See Detailed Description of the Preferred 
Embodiments, Col. 6, lines 56-60). 

Claims 6-22 are rejected for the same reasons as claims 1-5.
